Dairy Farming In 
Western Canada Is 


Making Rapid Progress

It kb been said that an agricultural 
country can never reach its maximum 
atate of development until its farmers 
engage axtensively in dairying. This 
principle is now universally recogniz- 
ed, and the cOuntries following the 
best farming methods are those pro- 
ducing the “highest per capita output 
of milk, butter and cheese. 

Western Canada has proved many 
times cver that she can produce the 
best hard wheat in the world, and 
now she is convincing her neighbors 
that she can send them butter of just 
as fine a quality as her grain. Her 
farmers are’gradually being persuaded 
that the most economical way to mar- 
ket thelr fodders and other crops is 
in the form of livestock and dairy pro- 
duce, and practical demonstration is 
proving this. During the last ten 
years a phenomenon growth in the 
number of dairy cows and a wonderful 
improvement in the quality of dariy 
products has been witnessed in the 
Canadian West. 


of these Western Provinces will, in a 
few years more, be devoted largely to 
intelligent dairy farming, with its pro- 
ducts commanding the same respect 
as “No, 1 Canadian Hard Wheat” does 
today. 

Before this can be accomplished, 
however, it is recognized that West- 
ern Caneda must produce butter and 
cheese of a quality that will enable 


with such countries as Denmark, 
where the science of marketing dairy 
produce has been reduced to a fine 
art. To do this successfully, the 
basic prnduct—cream—must not only 
be of a high quality, but the finished 
article for export must be of a unil- 
form grade and adapted to the palates 
of the people in the eountries where 
itis sent. This is the problem that is 
now occupying the attention of dairy 
experts in all three provinces. 


be judged from the fact that a ready 
market is found for all surplus pro- 
duce, rot only in the provinces of 
Wastern Canada: but also in the Unit- 
ed States and Europe. - 

It was not until 1915 that even 
Manitopa, although the oldest of the 
Prairie Provinces, commenced to’ pro- 
duce erpeugh butter to do any export- 


ing. _In 1919. however, that province 
sent out 163 tarloads, and during the 


first few months of 1920, 17 carloads 
of creamery butter were shipped to 
Chicago, one to New York, one to 
Philadelphia, and two to Nova Scotia, 
besides a number of carloads to East- 
ern Canada and the Pacific Coast. 
Saskatchewan is following closely in 
the footsteps of her sister province, 
and during the first nine months of 
1920, shipped 81 carloads of produce, 
43 of which went to Eastern Canada 
and seven to points in the United 
States. From a production of just 
over two million pounds in 1910, Al- 
berta now has an annual output of 
more than twelve million pounds of 
creamery butter, which is increasing 
steadily every year. A large propor- 
tion of this naturally finds its way te 
the export market. 

In 1910, Alberta produced 2,315,000 
pounds of butter, Saskatchewan, 1, 
548,696 pounds, and Manitoba, 2,050,- 
487 pounds—a total of just over six 
million pounds. In 1920, ten years 
later, the production of these three 
provances had increased between 
elght and nine hundred per cent. to 


52,375,000 pounds. The total value 
of dairy products was more than 
$74,000,000. 


In spite of such progress, however, 
the dairy industry is only in its in- 
fancy in the Prairie Provinces, and 
there is much to be accomplished be- 
fore these provinces can hope to 
reach their height of production. What

New Machine Sells Tickets 


Aleo Makes Change and Saves Time 
and Labor 

A machine for the rapid issue of 
rallway tickets was being demonstrat- 
ed at Manchester, Eng. 
is quite simple. Outside the “bat- 
tery” are slits in the walls, and below 
each of these a saucer-shaped recept- 
acle. The traveller puts his coins in 
the penny, twopenny or threepenny 
slot and the ticket shoots out into the 
receptacle. If he puts a sixpence 
into the twopenny slit three tickets 
emerge. If he puts a sixpence into 
the fivepenny slit he will get his ticket 
and a penny change. He need not 
have two pennies for the twopenny 
ticket. Four halfpennies will do, 
and though it is hardly fair to worry 
the brains of the machine, it accepts 
But it is of no use to feed 
it with ball or foreign coins.

Saskatchewan Fisheries 


Fresh Water Product to Value of 
$300,000 Netted Annually In 
Province 

The importance of the fresh water 
fisheries in Saskatchewan is indi- 
cated by the fact that approximately 
$300,000 worth of fish are being caught 
in the lakes of this province and mar- 
keted annually, according to a report 
of the Department of Labor and In- 
dustries just published, 

. A considerable amount of money 
has been spent on the development 
of the fish business, the total invest- 


ment in boats, ,gear, smoke houses, 
nets and other impedimenta being 
$56,456, 


The most popular fresh water fish 
on the market in the province is 
white fish, The total catch of this 
class of fish during the last fiscal year, 
was 2,420,600 pounds, valued at $212,- 
869. This represents about 
thirds of the total fish catch of the 
province, the remainder of the catch 
being distributed between gold eyes, 
mullets, pickerel, pike, sturgeon, trout 
and tullibee. 

The scarcest fish for marketing 
purposes is the gold eye.

Marvels | Of Science 


Light Has Been Stored and the Earth 
Weighed 

One of the latest marvels of sclence 
is the discovery of a method for stor. 
ing daylight. 

The scientists’ apparatus, Lord Clit- 
ford, of Chudleigh, tells a London pa- 
per, “collects the ultra-violet rays dur- 
ing the hours of light and diffuses 
them in an otherwise dark room at 
night. The effect is almost that of 
bright daylight, except that no centre 

~ of light can be traced.” 

Thus the time may not be far dis 
tant when, for those who wish it, 
night may be abolished and life be- 
come one unbroken day. 

No less marvellous is it that ft 
should be possible to weigh the earth 
we live on; and yet this has been 
done by the simple medium of a bal- 
ance, from each end of which was 
suspended a fifty-pound weight, with 
a block of metal weighing 250 pounds 
placed beneath one of them.

It resolves ftself into the 
simple question of how long was a 
“year.” 

In earliest times the moon was 
used for reckoning time, and there {s 
a well-supported theory that the 
period of a single lunation was the 
greatest measure of time used; in 
other words, that a “year” was sim- 
ply the period of a moon-cycle, or 
29% days. Thpe Adam’s 930 “years” 
of life works out as 75% years, as 
we now measure time, which will 
strike most persons as a much more 
reasonable figure.

Why Airships Are Costly | 
Was Very Expensive | 

The astonishing fact that over 
three quarters of a million oxen were | 
necessary—under the old system of 
construction—to the building of an 
airship of the R-38 type, which was 

lrecently destroyed while flying over! 
Hull, was disclosed during the hearing | 
of a claim by the Royal Commission , 
of awards in London in July. | 

For the making of the gas bags no. 
fewer than 825,000 gold-beaters’ skins 
were required, and as only one of the 
skins can be obtained from each ani- 
mal, a wholesale slaughter of oxen 
Was necessary. 

Then came the invention, which 
halved the number of skins required, 
and in respect of which Messrs. Vick- 
ers, Ltd., made their claim. At the! 
beginning of the war two or more lay- 
ers of gold-beaters’ skins had to be 
used on each balloonette. Messrs. 
Vickers method now adopted by the 
British air ministry, necessitated only 
a single layer of fabric, coated with 
rubber solution, and one layer of gold- 
beater skin, coated 
linseed of! varnish. Under the old 

method the cost was approximately 
£10,670; under the new method £5.- 
812, a saving of £4,858 on each air 
ship. Messrs. Vickers claimed on 13 
airships, a representative saving of 
t £80,000.

An Aerial Railway 


Invention of Glasgow Man Is Interest- 
Ing to Engineers 

Mr. George Rennie, a Glasgow en- 
gineer, has invented an “serial rail- 
way,” which is intended to be a com- 
promise in methods of locomotion be- 
tween the modern train and the con- 
ventional aircraft. 

The invention, in its application to 
railway systems, has attracted the at- 
tention of engineers associated with 
leading railway companies, who are 
tnterested in its adaptability to the 
needs of congested areas, and for 
branch development from the present 
malin lines. 

It ig claimed for the invention that 
a speed of anything from 100 to 200 
miles per hour can be attained, and 
that at a moderate high speed the car 
would be actually flying. 

A steel rail is carried in cantilevers 
supported on upright standards, 
and carrying a saloon car. There is 
a second rail in parallel position, but 
underneath the car. 

The method of propulsion proposed 
is by a pair of aeroplane propellers, 
one {n front and one {fn the rear, driv- 
en by internal combustion engines or 
electric motors. 

In operation the car would swing 
from the overhead rail, and would be 
prevented by the lower rail from 
swaying under wind pressure or from 
any other cause.

California Has A 
Large Honey Crop 


Fifty Trains Needed to Carry Produc- 
tion of 1921 

The bees of California make one- 
seventh of all the honey produced in 
the United States, according to a 
statement in a bulletin issued by the 
San Francisco chamber of commerce. 
It is estimated that the 1921 crop will 
require fifty trains of fifty cars each 
for its transportation. Yet that tm- 
mense quantity is said by bee experts 
to be only one-fifth of the quantity of 
nectar gathered. The “raw honey” 
taken from the blossom {s evaporated 
by the bee until {t holds only 17 per 
cent. of moisture, scientific observers 
say. While no exact figures can be 
given, says the bulletin, it {s believed 
there are not less than seven hundred 
thousand colonies, or hives, of bees 
in California.

German Water Flare

A German water flare has been 
found {n Mar Forest, Deeside. Fiares 
of this type were dropped by Zeppe- 
lins to enable the commander to as 


land or water. 
This particular flare, which was 
found by a ghillie and handed by him 
to the Prince of Wales, who sent it 
op to the air ministry, was no doubt 
dropped by the {ll-fated Zeppelin 
1-20, which left Germany with nine 
other airships on the mornings of May 
8, 1916. The L-20 crossed the coast 
of Scotland at Lunan Bay and flew 
on past Montrose, where {it turned 
{fnland, and fiew past Brechin over 
the Forest of Mar and within 16 miles 
of Balmoral. It crossed the Mona- 
dhifath Mountains and the Caledonian 
Canal. It then altered ita course and 
flew east by north and dropped four 
bombs, in the north of Aberdeenshire, 
they re-crossed the coast near Cruden 
Bay. 
Over the North Sea the I-20 met 
heavy winds and was driven against 
high land at Handhaes in Norway, on 
the morning of May 8, The airship 
was badly injured and fell into a 
fjord and sank. Her commander was 
Captain-Lieutenant Stabert.
